Rosenthal Was to Have Been Made 
Away With: Ten Days Earlier, But 
the “Gunmen” Lost Their Nerve 
—Offictal. Says Becker Will Break 
Down and “Tell Everything Before 
Long—Lid ts On In City. + 


New-York, Aug. 1.—Police Lieut.’ 
Charles Becker, head of the “strong 
arm” squad.of gambling raiders, who 
is charged with instigating: the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal, was last 
night further implicated in the pot 
to “get ‘rid’ of. the gambler» when 
Bald Jack Rose and Bridgie Webber 
added another chapter to their ‘al- 
ready amazing allegations. They told 
District’ Attorney Whitman that Ros- 
enthal was to ‘have been killed at 
the instigation of Becker ten days 
before ho actually met his fate, and 
that the plot failed because the un- 
der world thugs selected to do the 
murder lost their nerve at tho. Jost, 
moment. ~ 3 

The district attorney spent the 
greater part of the afternoon with 
Rose and. Wobber in their cells at the 
west side police station, and under 
the promise of leniency, which the 
prosecuter has given them, they talk. 
ed freely. They gave Little additional 
information regarding the $2,400,000 
fund which they alleged illegal re- 
sorts paid for police protection in 
the city every year, but their story 
of the alleged anxiety of Lieut. Beck. 
er, because of Gambler Rosenthal’s 
threatened exposure, was amplified 
to tho district attorney,.and in the 
[oppaeraed opinion he strengthened 

evidence against Becker. 

The “plot that failed” was to have 
been brought to its climax at the 
Gorden Restaurant on 5ist street on 
Saturday night, July 6, when Rosen- 
thal and his wifo were greys theré, 
sccording to the account told by Rose 
t> the district attorney as spokesman 
for the two gamblers, With Rosen- 
thal and his wife st the time was 
Jack Sullivan, the newsboy, now un- 
der arrest for alleged complicity in 
the murder. Rose himself engineered 
the “job” and brought to the restau- 
rant “‘a fleet of thugs,’ who wero to 
do tho actual shooting, according to 
Tose. Two of the hired assassins 
were “Gib the Blood’ and “Lefty 
Louis,"" who are wanted by the police 
as two of the men who actually shot 
Rosenthal ten days later in front of 
the Hotel Metropole. Becker at that 
time was down town, Rose said, wait- 
ing for the murder plot to be con- 
summated, 

“Becker had talked with me every 
day,” Rose said. “He le saying 
& me, ‘Why don't you kill this fel- 
low off?’ Rosenthal would have been 
killed off that night if the bunch had 

t lost their nerve. They got the 
otion after they reached Testau- 
rant that a detoctive was on to them. 
After giying up the assassination we 
went td ‘Bridgie’ Webber's place and 
there we met Becker. Ho denounced 
us all up and down. 

“*You are all a lot of cowards,’ he 
said. ‘I'll have to do it myself'.” 

District Attorney Whitman has ar. 
ranged to ‘keep the grand jury. in 
session all summer to investigate the 
relations betweeh the gamblers and 
the police, which is in tho opinion 
of the district attorney, a matter of 
more public importance than the 
Rosenthal case. 

Ile proposes to break up the rela- 
tions between the gamblers and the 
eolice and he has indicated that he 
will do so if he has to protect every 
man involved in the murder of Ros- 
cuthal, except the gunmen who fired 
the shots. 

Meanwhile -Police Lieut. Becker, a 
‘er in the Tombs, is saying no- 
His counsel had made ro state- 
its and there is nothing to confirm 
he report that his defence will be 
‘yet the three gamblers, Rose, Val- 
on and Webber, finding the case go- 
og nininat them, got tozether and 
tamed the story that would involve 
Seeker. 

Attorney James Sullivan, counsel 

ot Rose, says that Becker will break 
lown and tell his story after he has 
wen in the Tombs 48 hours. 

The arrest of Becker and the con- 
‘essions of Rose, Vallon and Web- 
erhave completely demoralized the 
tamblers and poo!rooms, and gam- 
ing houses are shui up tight. The 
camblers say they don’t know when 
hey will be cble to open again.

‘“ouls — are still at Inrge. ‘Dago

Typhoid fever is raging fearfully at 
the present time in Ottawa. The sit- 
uation, say reports from that city of 
July 3lst, continues to grow in scii- 
ousness, and from presen} indications 
the epidemic bids'fajr to. become even 
worse than that of the winter of 1911, 
when the record was 1,000 cases. With 
the epidemic only a little over two 
weeks old, there are now 510 cases 
reported at the City Hull. Seven 
deaths are already recorded, and ‘the 
Emergency Hospital has been called 
into commission. there being now nv 
lees than fifty cases in that building.

Divorce and Wedded Brother of Police Lieutenant 


—Talks to Newspaper—Tells Why She Could not Live 
With Man Implicated in the Murder of Rosenthal. 





KINGSTON, Aug. 1.—It has. just 
developed that there is a decidedly lo- 
cal flavor in the New York police scan- 
dal. inasmuch as the first wife of 
Licut. Becker, now under arrest there, 
was, according to her own story, born 
and brought up in Kingston, Ontario. 
Kingstonians will therefore read with 
interest the following despatch: 

Reno, Nerada, Aug. 1—In an in- 
terview with the New York World 
at their modest cottage on the south 
side, Mrs. Becker, wife of Paul 
Becker, and divorced wifo of Lieut. 
Charles A. Becker, now under arrest 
in New York City for implication in 
the Rosenthal murder, told of her 
unhappy life with Charles Becker, 

Spoken to regarding her first hus- 
band, Mrs. Becker said in part: 

“My meeting with Charles Becker, 
my marriage and life with him are a 
closed incident. It wrings my heart 
ts speak of these things now. 











“In the first place my home was 
with my parents in Kingston Canada. 
I met Charlio Becker three years be- 
fore we were cmarried in New Yor! 
City by the Rev, Frank M. Good- 
child, pastor of the Forty-second 
strect Baptist Church. The marriage 
took place on April 28, 1898. Woe 
had one son, Harold, named after an 
other brother of my husband, now 
dead. Harold is twelve years old. I 
have no children by my second mar- 
riage. . ‘é 

“Charlie Becker was not a good hus- 
band. Long after I knew he was not 
keeping his marrjage vows, when he 
had cast me aside to devote himself 
to other women, I stuck to him. 1 
did this for our son. Harold. | was 
a mother and that always came first. 

“Then, too, L was brought up to 
shrink from divorce. You know a 
yood woman will put up with a great 
deal from her husband before sho will 
conceive of such an idea, 

“Lam positive now that Charles 
Becker never was true to mo; but on 
the other hand he was man enough} 
never to attempt to hido his own 
sins in false accusations against me.

“Only last fall he sent me papers ta 
sign. cancelling all further obligations 
tc pay mo alimony. I signed these 
papers, with the understanding that 
he would consent to pay an additional 
$15 a month for the maintenance of 
our son, 

“We used ta entertain friends of 
his at our home in New York, but 
they were mostly fellow members of 
the police. If he ever brought to our 
home any such men as gamblers I 
never knew it.

down to New York today. It was re- 
ported at police headquarters Inst 
night, that.‘‘Lefty’ Louis and “‘Gip, 
the Blood,” two of the alleged more 
derers still at large, had been tracked 
to the same locality and that their 
strest would soon occur. The news 
that at least one of the fugitives had 
been. trapped was received with great 
elation at police headquarters—tlast 
night, because of the criticiam that 
has been directed towards the police 
departmont for their failure to arrest 
any of the men chargod with th tio ac- 
tual killing of the gambler. 

Detective Harvey, one of the men 
who arrested. Lewis, in a report made 
to Inspector Hughes over the long 
distance telephone Iste last night, 
said that the prisoncr refused to talk 
about the assassination of Rosenthal 
and denied all knowledge of even the 
slichtest details of the murder. Lewis 
seemed much depressed by his arrest 
and] expressed surprise that he had 
fallen into the hands of the neice. 
He had very little money.

STARTLING OPERATION OPERATION: 
ON MAN'S HEAR 


~ NEW YORK, Jay. _3h—An oper. 
ation on the heart was performed 


this-afternoon in Bellevue Hospital 
by Dr. Williain C.. Lusk, in which 
36 fect of gold wire was wrapped 
around the serta, the great artery 
leading from the heart, aud a cur- 
rent of electricity sent through the 
wire which reduced the swelling of 
the “artery sufficient to allow it te 
perforin its natural’ functions. The 
operation was witnessed by the med- 
ical faculty of Bellevue and about 


Yerk. No anaesthetic wos used 
during the operation, but the incis- 
ion, which was made in the back be- 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs of the 
paticnt, was sprayed with cocaine.

The first intimation of the scriou- 
ness of the threats and the terror in 
which these people were held by 
their countrymen was evident when 
at the opening of the preliminary 
hearing Crown Prosecutor Walsh, K.

When the first witness, Mary King 
a little girl of ten years, stepped in- 
to the box, she asked the court if she

An Atlantic cruise was maf for in- 
yestigation’ of the mid-water fauna 
over the ocean depths, and it was 
found from the catches made by the 
mid-water trawls, that such fauna 
was vastly. richer than had been sup- 
posed.

The information came to the prose- 
cutor yesterday in connection with the 
arraignment of Becker to answer the 
indictment against him. During five 
hours of lezal procedure, which in- 
cluded the withdrawal hy Becker for 
the rurpose of offering. motions to in- 
validate, the indictment, the prisoner 
was represented by three lawyers, one 
of whom entered the case and mys- 
teriously withdrew, while the status 
ot thé other two seemed doubtfal in 
their own minds when the preceed- 
were over. It was said that the 
lawyers engaged by Becker were not 
satisfactory to the collectors of the 
defence fund, who, the district attor- 
ney heard, have practically engaged 
& prominent criminal lawyer to defend 
the lieutenant, superseding the pris- 
oner’s o1.n personal choice. 

John W. Hart, who has thus far 
represented Becker, was the lawyer 
who conducted the public part of yes- 
terday’s legal proceedings. Alter 
withdrawing his chient’s plea of “not 
guilty,” he made one motion to dis- 
miss the indictment on the ground 
that it was irregular, and another to 
review the grand jury minutes and 
take evidence to show whether the 
sround for the indictment was suffi- 
cient, Judge Mulqueen refused to hear 
arguments on the motion yesterday, 
and set the case over until Wednes- 
day. Hart in his application to in- 
spect the jury minutes held that the 
evidence produced was not legal in

As Mayer, his 
mjhe wholly intent on the high one 
he was catching come dawn to earth 
the second ball smashed into his 
body wit an impact that was heard 
all thrcugh the stand.

Unionist Papers Believe Polling in 
Manchester Indicates Early 
Fall of the Government. 


LONDON, Aug. 9.—If the aphorism 
“What Manchester thinks to-day Eng- 
land thinks to-morrow,” sti'l holds 
good, then the Liberals’ tenure of of- 
ficd is approaching its termination. 

Northwest Manchester yesterday te- 
turned the Unionist candidate by a 
majority of 1,202. At the last pre- 
vious election the Liberal candidate 

“had a majorjty of 445. -_ 

The Unionist papers describe the 
result as a deadly blow to the Gor- 
ernment’s Insurance Act and to Chane 
cellor of the Exchequer Lloyd-George. 
Mr. Bonar Law, the Opposition lead- 
ez in the House of Commons, tele 
graphed to the victor: ‘What Man- 
chester said to-day. England will say 
at the first opporunity, and in my op- 
inion that opportunity cannot long 
bo delayed.” 

The Daily Mail says: ‘The result 
is a plain notice to quit to Mr. As- 
quith. It deals the last blow to his 
tottering Ministry. He has pledged 
his word not to force through Home 
Rule unless he retains the confidence 
of the constituencies. Every bye-clee- 
tion proves that he has forfeited it 
by his conduct of the country’s af- 
fairs, 

“The Insurance Act is the greatest 
election loser ever devised, wTth its 
sham benefits; its non-existent sana- 
toria, its taxes, its stamps, and its 
hordes of officials who are. given li- 
cense to spy upon the Englishman's 
home.”"

After the close of the civil war of 1861-5 the United States claim- 
ed damages from, Great Britain for injuries inflicted on their commerce 
by the Confederate cruiser Alabama, which, they alleged had been al- 
lowed to escape to sea, whereas sho ought to have been detained in 
port at Liverpool, owing to the negligence or connivance of the suthor- 
ities at that port. The claim was referred to a court of arbitration 
which sat at Genova, and an award of some five millions of peunds 

“sterling was made to the United States. After all classes of: claims 

included in the terms of the award had been settled, others of an un- 

substantial nature were vamped up and presented for payment. Bri- 
tain, having paid the award in full, did not, as she very well might

The principal sources of revenne in the firat third of tho year 
were: Customs, 86,619,504; excise, 33,250,020; post office, $3,000,000; 
public works, 34,438,829 ; $1,855,293, The expenditure 
on consolidated reven r months was F28.508,07 Pan ine 
crease of $5,000,000, while on cap ital account the outlay was 33,897,- 
36, a decrease of $800,000.

ORIGIN OF HENLEY . 


| The Great Racecourse Had ite Begin. 
ning tn 1829 


It was In 1829 that tho Tlentey 
course came Into notice for the first 
{ime through the race between Oxtord 
and Cambridge from Hambledon Lock 
to Henley Hridge, and six yoare later 
the same ctretch of water was used 
for another. interaniversjty Tace. 
These races naturally drew quite a 

few ‘spectators to tho Town of HMen- 
| Tey, and the businegs :aen of the placo 

Profited accordingly, Instead of watt 
ing for other races to be held In due 
course of time, they called a meeting 
to consider how the oarsmen and thelr 
admirers might best be attracted, 
j They decided that by giving prizes the 

end might be attained, and eo sub- 
scriptions were saken up and tho 
Grand Challengo {up and the Town 
Challenge Cup were purchased. In 
1839 the first Benley Regatta pro 
moted by the town was held. Four 
Traces Were on the programme, and 
those present thought they had had

there have been as many as 64 races 
in one regatta teld on the same 
reach, Two years later the Stewards’ 
Cup was instituted, and has since be 
come the greatest four-oared raco in 
the world.

Aug. 13.~—Sta- 
tistics compiled from Government. re- 
ports show that in comparison to pop- 
ulation Alberta has more automobiles 
than any other province in the Do- 
minion of Canada, there being 3,000 
cars, or one to every 124 persons, es- 
timating the population at 374,663, 
Manitoba is secoud, having one car to 
every 152 persons of its population of 
H5,611, while British Columbia has 
third place, reporting-one auto for 
every 165 persons of a population of 
392,490. 

Saskatchewan is fourth. It has 2,-

 , Two Blocks Distant. 


NEW. YORK, Aug. 16.—Dusiness 
men and residenta in’ many of the 
blocks between Eighth and Eleventh 
‘Avenues and Thirty-fifth to Fifty-sec- 
ond Street are. continually annoyed 
by ‘attempted “hold-ups,’’ and in some 
instances terrorized by the depreda- 
tions of the many gangs that infest 
the district. Property ownera and 
real estate men there say they incor 
heavy losses because of tenants being 
driyen away by the gangsters, and in 
consequence there are many. yacant 
tenements and other buildings in that 
tection.

ness of the gang leaders ia given by a 
merchgnt who does business near West 
Fortieth Street and Eighth Avenue. 

“Two men came in and demanded 
money," said he. “They wanted us 
to put up $5 weekly ‘for the boss 
around the corner.’ We chased them 
away, while they threatened to ‘fix’ 
us and beat up the employees. 

“Conditiona in ‘come parts of this 
block between Eighth and Ninth Av- 
enues are awful. Gangs stand in front 
of my place and insult passersby. I 
do not know what goes on at night 
here as my place is closed, but things 
couldn't be much worse, In addition 
to the gangs we have several evil re- 
sorts. We saw an old man dragged 
into a saloon on this street, and ap- 
parently rovved and thrown out, He 
walked away examining his pockets. 
A peddler was dragged into the hall- 
way near the same place, from which 
he emerged screaming for help and 
the police. But he got no axsistatiow. 
One of my employees told me of a 
white woman being robbed. In one 
or two places in the samo block are 
negro women who  atcost’ men at any 
hour of the day. All of the robberies 
or attempted robberies 1 mentioned 
happened in the daytime. Things are 
so bad that Iam afraid to let my wife 
come to my office.’ 

It was in West Thirty-cighth Street 
a few months ago that a musician from 
the Metropolitan Opera House was at- 
tacked on his way homo at night by 
the hold-yp gangs, and when, he resist. 
ed they beat him so badly ‘that he 
never recavered. The slayers were not 
found. A prominent real estate man 
was held up near his office at Ninth 
Avenue and Fiflty-seventh Street, 
knocked down and severely beaten The 
gang which ‘killed the musician” were 
frequenters of a vacant lot between 
Eighth and Ninth Avenues, Among 
there gangs are small boys who are 
led astray by men older in crime. 
Same of the more youthfal gangsters 
have been seen selling cocaine to 
younger boys. A 

These yangsters roam the roofs ot 
tenements and apartments, watching 
for opportunities to steal whatever 
they can reach, and they generally yo 
in squads of sufficient numbers to 
make it dangerous for a lone man or 
woman to attempt to defend -their 
property from theft. Stores all along 
the side streets have been broken into 
and robbed repeatedly, and though the 
owners know the thieves in many in- 
stantes, they refrain from prosecuting 
the criminals, fearing personal viv- 
lence from the friends or associates of 
For the same reason 
ttorekeepers and dwellers in those 
streets, while willing to tell of depre- 
dations, are. unwilling to have their 
names coupled with the complaints. 
The gang rule enforces silence upon 
the victims under penalty of further 
punishment. 

A representative of owners of pro- 
berty at 443 to 437 West Thirty- 
cighth Street told how the gangs ter- 
rorized the tenants and drove some of 
them away. The woman janitress of 
the houses Red for her life, and it was 
necersary to hire to men janitors to 
cope with the thugs.

Must Report all Cases 


The new Health Act of Ontario makes quite a change in the re- 
porting of diseases that it is important everyone should thoroughly un- 
derstand. For one thing, hereafter all tuberculosis cases must be re- 
Ported by the medical men or householder. ‘This will be quite a drastic 
change from past methods, and will, no doubt, cause a little friction at 
first, because many persons have a dread of such cases going beyond 
the houschold immediately interested. ‘The Act, however, is insistent. 
On pages 610 and Grr of the Statutes of Ontario, 1912, Chap. 58, in the 
Public Health Act, the following provisions relating to communicable 
disease appear :— 


See. 53, Sub-See. 1, says: Whenever any houscholder knows or 
has reason to Suspect that any person within his family or household 
or boarding or Jodging with him, has any communicable disease, ho 
shall, within twelve hours, give notice thereef to the secretary of the

As a result of his investigatien ho 
expressed himself absolutely conyine- 
ed that segregation “of disorderly 
houses in Montreal into a compact, 
guarded district wonld be a “thonsand 
times preferable’ to the present con- 
dition of things pnder which the eri 
exists in every district of the city. 

“Say what yeu will,” he declared, 
“Iet the moralists ohject—as they have 
a right to do—against what may seem 
to be an approval of vice, 1 am forced 
to tho conclusion —that— segregation 
would save thousands, 

“In theory, of course, the proper 
course would be to wipe the evil out 
absolutely. Then why for the sake of 
an impossible theory leave conditions 
in their present shape? If these 
places were segregated properly and 
guarded by the police, vice would not 
be flaunted in tho eyes of eur young 
people in every part of the city as it 
is now, 

“But at present in Montreal what 
do we find.

DARK. ICEBERGS 
DEFY. DETECTION 


Professor Barnes Sheds New Light’ 





















‘ on Disasters. 
MONTREAL, ug, 22—Dr. Howard 


T. Ba-nes, of McGil University, who 
has been experimenting in iceberg de- 
tection in the Straits of Belle Islo on 
the steamer Montcalm, and whose re- 
port will shortly be in the hands of 
the Government, in un interview lo 
night drew attention to a point which 
he considered bad escaped notice in 
the Titanic enquiry, namely, the ex- 
istence of “dark"’. icvbergs. 

“It sometimes happens,’ Le said, 
“that an? iceberg’ will’ present to’ an 
on-coming steamer an almost vertical 
wall of solid ice, which may or may 
not have spurs ruuning out inte the 
water underneath. This vertical wall 
does not ‘reflect to any great extent 
the light ‘of, the sky or at night the 
scattered light from the stare, conse- 
quently theres inthothing by which a 
navigator chr distingdish this vertical 
wall from the surrounding sky or sea. 
During my trip on the Montcalm 1 ob- 
served at least one of these iceberys, 
and*it was brought home to me very 
definitely that such an’ iceberg could 
hot be reen on a clear-night, except 
within a very short, distance from the 
ship. Usually the “ice blink’? is suf- 
ficient to distinguish a berg atpnight, 
and captains feel perfectly justified in 
steaming ut full speed while the weath- 
er is clear. No mention bas been made 
of these dark icebergs, one of which 
I believe to bare been struck by the 
Titanic. 

“The studies I wade showed a defiu- 
ite and decisive temperature effect 
due to ice aa distinguished from ans 
other causes, and a similarly decisive 
effect due to land and shoals, which 
is precisely opposite to the iceberg ef- 
fect. These effects may be distinguish. 
ed Ly delicate electrical resistance ze 
cording thermometers at distances 
sufficient to give any ship ample warn 
ing in a fog or at night of the prox- 
imity of either ice or land.”

Pavement Co. to Have Been Estab- 
lished, but Lost by Dallying of 
Officials--Made Good Offer. 


Kingston, through the ‘‘dilly-dally- 
ing” of some of its officials, it is un- 
derstood has Jost a big manufacturing 
concern, the Canadian branch of the 
Improved Creosoted Wood Block Pave- 
ment Company, of New*York. Tho 
company made un offer to the city to 
extablish their plant in the city pro- 
‘| vided the city fulfilled certain obliga- 
tions, but it is stated on good author- 
ity that as the result of the delay the 
company has withdrawn its offer and 
is now only making a straight bid to 
sell its blocks for the permanent pare- 
ments to be used this year. 

The company, about three weeks 
ago, sent an agent to the city with 
the offer to lay down the 7,000 yarda 
of creosoted wood block pavements on 
Clarence, Brock and Wellington Sts, 
as per schedule for this year, at a 
cost of $3.60 per yard. The agent alsa 
made a proposition to the Board of 
Works to the effect that if the city 
guaranteed to tse a certain amount 
of the wood btocks within a stated per- 
jod the company would establish a 
plant here, employing from 200 to 500 
men. ¥ 
The Board of Works reccived the re- 
port ahd. immediately wired: to the 
company to send a representative an- 
thorized to make*a proposition to tte 
city. The agent who made the origin- 
al proposition was immediately de- 
spatched to the city and was here for a 
few days, but no further action was 
taken by the city; and in consequence 
the company has, it is said, bid the 
city farewell as far as. ostablishing 
a plant is concerned. * :

A Steamship Line From Montreal 
Will be Established by a New 
Company. 


_ MONTREAL, Aug. 23.—The reci- 
procity arrangement between Canada 
and the West Indies has already borne 
fruit in the qncorporation under Do- 
minion charter of the Canada and 
West Indies Fruit and ‘ Sugar_ Co., 
with a capital of $10,000,000 and head 
office at Toronto. Included in the 
powers granted the company are the 
ownership of plantations and dealing 
in their products, besides engaging in 
the meat business. The company is 
also granted power to own and operate 
tteamships and engage in the business 
of carriers by land and_sea, Ht is also] 
empovered to develop mines, oil, and 
natural gas, and to own and operate 
terminals, wharves and drsdocks. The 
names of the incorporators give no 
clue to the capitalists who are back 
of tho enterprisp, buttt’is believed in 
Toronto that the new company is to 
he classed as one of the Mackenzie & 
Mann interests, and that the recent 
visit of Sir’ William Mackenzie to 
England was parlly for the purpose of 
making final arrengements for the 
promotion of the new enterprise.

Property to Americans and is 
* Sabject of Cabinet Discus- 
sions at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.-—Reports 
from South. Mexico, so alarming as 
to thake the danger of American in 
‘tervention in that country greater 
than ever before, have been received 
in Washington. So serious has the 
situation appeared to President Taft 
that in discussions with members of 
the cabinet and others “recently he 
has expressed the gravest fears of 
necessity for far anore drastic action 
on the part of the United © States 
than has yet been taken in Mexico. 

It is stated that while the opera- 
tions of General Orozco and his men 
in Northern Mexico’ near the United 
States border are exasperating to a 
degree and injurious to Amertican in 
terests, the most serious phase of the 
situation lies in the conditions exist 
ing in Southern Merico. 

Gooata Controls the. South 

In the Southern states Zapata is 
the recognized rebel leader.  flis 
bands have been operating continual 
ly for many months and have’ so 
0% the upper hand in the Sootherp 
states that the authority of the Fed 
eral government has almost disap 
Feared. 

Robbery. and: pillaging are going 
on constantly in the’ Southern states 
with practically nothing done to put 
a stop to it. Cruellies of the most 
fiendish nature are being practiced 
by the outlaws and the governinent 
forces alike. The most’horrid tales 
are being told of butcheries mutila- 
tions .and tortures few of which are 
reaching the gcneral public cither in 
Mexico or the United States. 

After neatly two years of turmoil 
the Mexican officials are said to be 
showing a coldness and indifference 
fo the situation in which the govern 
ment is placed which has pro 
shocking and amaring to: all) Arczi 
cans, officials and private citizens 
alike.

Huge Procession Follows Body to the 
_ Cemetery. 

London, Aug. 30.—The body of the 
late General Booth was laid yesterday 
beside that of Catherine Booth, his 
wife, in Abney Park Cemetery, amid 
signs of deep respec? from men and 
women’ of all classes, 
Representatives of reigning houses 
and of Presidents of Republics .join- 
ed round the grave with many thou- 
sands from the masses whom the 
founder of the Salvation Army had 
tried to uplift. 

Delegates of legislative bodies, civic 

corporations, the army, the navy, 
business men of all branches, work- 
men who had sacrificed their day's 
wages, weeping women and children 
of whom the general was a true 
friend, marched shoulder to shoulder 
in the great procession which follow. 
ed the body of the general to its last 
simple resting place. 
A great gathering of members of 
the Salvation Army, from all. parts 
‘of the United Kingdom and from 
mgny foreign countries assembled in 
the vicinity of the Salvation Army 
headquarters in the centre of the 
city of London at an early hour yester- 
day morning. The rain poured down 
jfrom daybreak but when the proces. 
sion had been marshalled and was 
about to start the skies cleared. The 
thousands of members of the Army 
and otters who had stood for long 
hours in the rain were undismayed 
by the long march before them to the 
cemetery. 

Many of those present, especially 

the women, wept as they saluted their 
dead leader. 
Numbers of those in the procession 
were not in uniform but bore white 
sleeve bands with a red cross and 
there was an absence of the usual 
trappings of mourning, 

As the procession marched through 
the muddy streets dense crowds of 
spSctators gathered along the side. 
walks and bowed their heads in re- 
spectful salto as the hearse passed 
away. 

As General Booth had been an hon- 
or. freeman of the city of London, 
the Lord Mayor apnea on the bal- 
cony of the Mansion House and sa- 
luted the coffin.

This ‘exhibit is housed “in ~an 
octagonal room that rises. to a loily 
dome, through which a suffused light 
throws out the various. features iu 
slear relief against the soft red and 
cool. green of the prevailing color 
acheme, 
+ The main entry. is through a couple 
of: plain white’ pillars cross = which 
are draped Union Jacks and over: 
head the legend exhibit of the Grand 
Trunk ‘and Grand Trunk Pacific rail 
ways. . Directly in front is a model 
of the Grand, Trunk Pacific Coast 
steamships ‘the Prince Rupert and 
Pringe George. In the centre is a 
tasteful exhibit of grains and grars 
es from Cental Alberta, varied with 
7 unmounted phofographs illustrating 
different phases’ of, western life. 
Once again the Grand Trunk has 
been the firat in the exhibition to 
have its exhibit completely installed 
but the general effect has not been 
allowed to suffer through this prompt 
ness. Probably the first thirg ts 
catch the visitor's eye is n series of 
7'oil paintings from the brush of Mr. 
G. Horne Russell, the well known 
landscape painter, who has chosen 
for his theme the matchless scenic 
beauties of the Yellowhead Pass 
route through the Rock Mountains 
also conspicuous ix an enormous map 
of the. Dominion of Canada and the 
G. T. BP. System, 24 feet across by 
10 feet high, that nearly covers the 
whole of phe wall.

One student who had spent several 
hours trying to curve a baseball sround 
the chapel dome went to the professor's 
office and registered an opinion that 
the Bernouilli was an antique fake.

Then he procecded to demonstrate the 
trath of «hat he said by striking out 15 
students of the summer nchool who were 
not convinerd by the mero statement.

“Any pitched ball ix almost certain 
fo take on some sort of a curva If it 
Bera pombilbe to pitch a ball at great 
Yelccity without having it rotate on ono 
Of its-own axes while it traveled through 
the air, and tho hall was porfectly 

symmetrical, one coukl not imagine how 
it could glance to ono side rather than 
#0 the other. Jt is'ax hard to understand 
thin ‘as it is to undersand how a tall, 
straight chimney, no broader at the 
bottom than atthe top. or even narrow.

than the other..But once a slight dis 
turbance gives such a chimney a start 
it {alle in one. direction most decidely.

“Some pitchers ray that they can ccn- 
trol the breaking of a baseball by, 
throwing it from: the hand without gry- 
ing it any twirling motion. This would 
require an immenee amvuht of skill, to 
say the least, and 1 do not believe that 
it can be done. In fact, must baseball 
ten admit that the sidewie jump of 
the epitball is not under control of the 
pitcher either as fo the direction of the 
sidewiee jump or as to the distance 
from the pitcher where the break 
cccum, Piclably tho direction of the J 
sidewise jump can be cyutrofled more 
or lees in respect to the direction in 
which it shall oceur by giving the ball 
a slow «pinning motion.” 

Profesor Franklin's kecture scou 
locked like a hardware shop «hen he 
was ready fo give the Jecture on the 
science of pitching curves, On the biz 
demonstration table in the lecture nom 
in Fayerweather Hall were numerous 
pails of water, glaw jam, ivery balls, 
tiny boats, tin dises and oil cane, It 
wan by means of these that he dema- 
strated that Bernoulli was the patron 
saint of pitchem and the original plot- 
ter of baseball curves. 

There were no Marquards or Mathew- 
eens in the days cf Daniel Bernouilli; 
in fact it ‘is deubtful that the Swiss 
phyriciat ever dreamed of Lascball. The 
whole eecret of pitched curves, to put 
tho thing in a nut Shell, fies in the. re- 
lation of prégsure and velocity, cach 
ball creating-We own pressure by it« ve- 
lecity and. th wirl the pitcher give.
